I have been able to obtain a certain amount of 
additicnal information which indicates that «wong Ya Jao 
actually was murdered. Hach street in wuchow has a 
headman and Mr. Ku knews the headman of the street 
in wnich the murder was committed. this man states 
quite definitely that wong Ya Jao was buried by the 
military the day after the murder on the opposite side 
of the river just above the golf coursee 

A local police detective has also confirmed 
that he was killed and states that the woman, who fled 
from the house after the murder was committed, has 
recently returned to fetch her children whom the 
Public safety sureau had been looking after since her 
disappearanceée = 

It is also quite definite that wong Ya Jao's : 
wife is still living in wong Kuk Choh*ts nouse in wuchow, 
but the Military will not allow access to unauthorised 
persons. It is difficult to kmow what interpretation 
to put on this but my own idea is that there would not 
be much point in their detaining her if he has not 
been murdered and is still at largee 

I do not expect to be able to get any further 
information but it is just possible that we may be abie 


to get into touch witn tne wifee If so, I will let you

SUiliacY OF waNG YAH JAO 
Dec. 12, 1936. 

dang Yah Tao(F£ SL #4 )- age about 50, native of 
anhwei, is widely knewn as a notorious assassin responsible 
for a number of political murders. It is believed that 
ke has no political inclinations and that he has been 
hired by a certdin party or parties to commit acts of 
terrorism. His activities, especially in recent years, 
have veen a constant menuce to the Central Government 
which at one time offered a reward of $100,000.00 for 
his arreste 

Little is known of the early career of Wang Yah 
Jao except that he was at one time a junior army officer 
under General Feng Yu Hsiang. elthough having received 
less school education than his followers, some of whom 
have had college education, he is, nevertheless, very 
shrewd and has a good brain and all the qualities of 
leadership. Wang Yah Jao first came to the notice of 
the local police when the Shanghai National Labourers 
Salvetion Society, of which Wang Yah Jao was the 
erganizer and chairman, cabled a telegram to the 
representative of the U.S.S.R. at Peking on November 7, 
1923, congratulating him on the occasion of the 
anniversary of his country's Liberation and also inviting 
him to come to Shanghai for the purpose of signing a 
Sino-Sceviet commercial treaty so as to promote the 
friendship of the two nations. Only a few days later, 
10.11.1925, wang detailed his follower Lee Dah Sung 
(Bex ) alias Tseng Yi Ming (RP — +4) to assassinate 
General Hsu xKuo Liang, the late Chief of the woosung- 
Shanghai Constabulary, while he (Wang) fled from 
Shanghai to an unknown destination immediately after the 
crime. The murder of General Hsu Kuo Liang was 
attributed to a squabble between Generai Chi Hsueh Yuan 


of xKiaungsu Province and General Ho Feng Ling of Chekiang. 
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dang’s whereubouts and activities at that time were 
the subjects of police enquiries for a considerable 
period. 

In March, 1923 the nature of Wang Yah Jao's 
activities and ambition was revealed in a telegram 
aisnatched to the Civil & liilitary Governors of Chekiang 
py General lia Li «yih, Military Governor of sanhwei 
Province, alleging that Vang was recruiting soldiers in 
Juchnow. dans immediately refuted the above accusation 
by dispatching a telegram to General iia, which was 
published in the local papers, stating that he had been 
ill ‘or the past three months and had not left Shanghai 
during thut periode It was absolutely absurd to say, 
Wang continuec, that ke was recruiting soldicrs in 
wuchow. wang, however, warned the Governor not to do 
furtner herm to anhwei province and its people. 

Police made exhaustive enquiries but failed to 
confirm Wang's statement that he wus in Shanghai, and it 
was later reported that he had vceen given command of a 
aetachment of soldiers in Hangchow, apparently to reward 
him for his part in the murder of General Hsu ituo Liang. 

Under his direction his followers murdered hir. Chao 
Tih Jao(R Fey), late Managing Director of the China 
Merchunts' Steam Navigation Company on 24.27.1950, 
political motive oeing again the cause of the crime. 
wang Zeh Chao( 7- yt 4g ), brother of Wang Yah Jao, a 
lawyer practising in Shanghai, was arrested by the S.iieP. 
in 1933 in connection with the crime and was subsequeitly 
handed over to the Chinese authorities in connection 
with another case. 

The attempt on the life of Minister T.V. Soong and 
the murder of his secretary at the North Railway Station 
during July, 1931 was also the work of Wang Yah Jao and 


nis followers. He also planned to assassinate members

ef the ¢nquiry Mission, detailed by the Teague of 
iations in connection with the lianchurian Incident, 
and that the plot was frustrated was due only to the 
Close surveillance and extra protection afforded by 
the, S.u.P. This fact was borne out py the statemen es 
made by certain prisoners whose arrests were effected 
by the S.il.P. in 1933. 

During the Sino-Japanese hostilities in 1932, 
ang was active in the formation of volunteer units in 
Shanshai to assist the 19th Route army, but ais activities 
were in reality still Bperating against the Central 


Government. 

ans, realising that nis capture was eagerly sought 
by the Central Government, solicited Support from General 
vhen siing Chu, the leado:r at that time of the Sukien 
Peoples't Government, and he became a close follower of 
the sxid general and acted in accordance with his 
instructions. Wang is also reported to have been the 
Chief of the Special «affairs Section the “Productive 
warty", an orgunisation wnich was similar to the Chinese 
Communist Party. 

when arrests were made in Wanxing and Shunghai in 
connection with the attempt on the life of iir. Waung 
Ching Wei, it then transpired that Wang Yah Jao had again 
played the major part in the plot. Enquiries showed 
that during the latter part of 1935, wang, apparently 
acting on the instructions of Chen Ming Chu and after 
having had several meetings with nis followers in Hongkong, 
detailed Hwa Ke ta(# WA, hia wien hank man, Tsang 
Yu nwa A # ) alias Tsang Ts iiing(#$3Ai), Ho Po Kwang 
(4 t§ Hi), Sung Feng Ming G4 78, °B) etc. to go to 
Shanghai and Nanking and to devise ways and means to 
get rid of either General Chiang Kai Shek or Mr. Wang 


Ching Wei or both. Posing as a reporter of the Cheng 
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Kwang News «gency, Sung Seng liing gained entry to the 
premises where the 5th Plenary session was in progress, 
amd in tne absence of General Chiang «ni Shek, fired at 
and seriously wounded ir. Wang Ching Wei which caused 
him to retire from political life for some time. Sung 
was shot down by the bodyguards and suvsequentiy died 
of his injuries. 

Though the Police nad every reason to believe that 
fans Yah Jao was behind a series of murders of Japanese 
sailors and civilians between 1935 and 1936, they were 
unable to confirm their suvposition until arrests were 
made in connection with the Kayau ifurder case wilich took 
place on Chi Mei Road on 10.72.56. fhe prisoners in 
this case told the police that they were hired by Hwa 
ge fs, who in turn received instructions from Wang 
Yah Jao to carry out their premeditated plan. The 
pistol used in the mu: :‘r of Kayau was later recovered 
by the police with the assistance of one of the 
prisoners. 

Ihe close connection vbetween JWan,; Yah Jao and 


Generals Chen ing Chu and Li Chi Sen was also confirmed 


by Tsang Yu Hwa alias Tsang [fs king, accused in connection 


with the ifr. Wang Ching Wei case, who told the court in 
Nanking that Wang received instructions from the above 
generals to murder ifr. dang Ching dei. 

At the end of November, 1936 local newspapers 
carried reports to the effect tnat Wang Yah Jao had been 
murdered in wWuchow on November 21 by some unknown 
assailants. It was rumoured that these assassins were 
in the pay of the Government but reliable confirmation 


of the report is, however, lacking.

CANTON, Noy. 25.—Death caught 
up with fang —Yachsiag leader of 
Hung Shun Hui, notorious secret’ 
society, as he was about to leave 
the home of a woman-friend, at Wu- 
chow, Kwangsi Province, late last 
Saturday night. 

Riddied with bullets and dagger 
wounds, the body of China’s “Public 
Enemy No. 1", was found by police- 
men rushing to the scene of the 
shooting. 

The gunmen and Wang's hostess 
for the night had fied before the 
arrival of the police. 

Wang. who was 53 years old. was 
.credited by the police of various 
citfes “in-Cninha: with having been 
the “brains” behind the attempted 
ussassination- of Mr.” Wang Ching- 
wei, former President of the Execu- 
tive Yuan in Nanking last Novem- 
ber, and was suspected of the mur- 
der of Mr. Kosaku Kayau, a Japan- 
ese salesman, on Chimei Road, in 
Chapei, this summer. 

From his headquarters in Horg- 
kong. Wang directed the activities 
of various gangs in South China 
and alone the Yangtze Valley. 

Of late, Wang was closely identi- 
ficd with elements-formerly affili- 


ated = wt: the Nineteenth Route 
Army and the Social Democratic 
Chinese Racial Revolutionary 
Union. 


“Secret Service Agents” 


This led to the belief here that 
the assassins were secret service 
agents in the pay af the Nanking 
government, which Wang and his 
recent associates were seeking to 
embarrass by murdering Japanesc 
residents in China. 

The Hung Shun ‘Hui, or Abund- 
ance of Luck Society, is generally 
said to have originated from the 
Hung League, the known history of 
which can be traced as far back as 
1662. i 

The League was formed in the 
south and tater extended to ail 
Parts of China. especially along the 
Yangtze Valley. 

The Hung Shun Hui was pattern- 
ed clong the lines of the League, 
like nu.ny other secret societies affil- 
iated with the original League. 
Though at first brought into being 
as organizations for the mutual aid 
of members, some of-these degener- 
ated into vicious gangs. 

The Hung League.is one of the 
best known secret societies in

The following, is one version of the death of 


Hsu Kuo Liang tt M@tieaven in Shanghai by a representative 
of the Nankin Tuchum about fifteen days after the mirder:-— 


le Official cause. The Nankin Tuchun had every 
confidence in the loyalty of General Hsu Ituo Lian;; 
whom he entrusted to carry out missions of & most 
confidential nature including the arrest of 
Koumingtangs who are friends of the local militarists. 
It #8 well iImown that it was General Chi who recormended 
that Hsu Kuo Liang be given the title of ilarshal 
and the same General also recorrionded him as 
Superintendent General of Police so that he 
would be equal in rank with,and would not 
have to tale the orders of, General Hoe This prorosal 
not only aroused the jealousy of General Ho but 
was considered a serious danger in case war breaks 
out between Chekians; and Viangsu when Hsu would be

Sir, 
Li Dah Sun FE alias Tseng Yi Ming 4? —Pé& 
who assassinated Hsu Kou Liang on November 10 
is a prominent and well kmown member of the Chinese 
NWational Salvation Labourers Association which 
on November 7 on the occasion of the 6th 
armiversary of the Russian Soviet Republics despatched 
the following telegram to the Soviet representative 
at Peking:- 
"This day, six years ago, Russia became 
@ Republic. The Ghinese labourers have the 
pleasure of congratulating you on this 
ocoasion and take this opportiumity to 
express our wishes for your success and to 
request you to leave Peking at once and 
proceed to the South to sign a Russo-Chinese 
commercial treaty with the Goverrment of the 
South-west. The friendly relations between 
China and Russia will thus be upheld and 
the peoples of the two nations will benefit." 


The meeting at which this telegram was despatched 
was held at the office of the association near 
Ste Catherine's bridge on the date above ment? oned. 
On the day following the attention of the Military 
Governor was culled to it by this Department 
7 and a promise was given to the effeot that action 
would be taken against the persons responsible. 
ae The above may or may not have some cormection with 
wey the murder .of Hsu Kuo Liang but in view of his 
connection w3th the scoiety and of the fact that he 
was an inseparable companion of leader Wong 
Yau Zau € atk it is rather suspicious that the 
assassin after his capture asserted with quite 
unecessary emphasis that he wasnot a Bolshevik.
